Mukden, Nov. 25. — Japanese made a 
{reah attaclc on PoutUofl bill the. nlglit 
of NoTember it. Their adTandng 
ranks were decimated by the Russian 
shell Are. Some of the Japane.se se- 
cured lodgement on the slopes of the 
hill, but were' driven out at the point 
of the bayonet, when the wh^ Jap- 
anese contingent fled. A almllar at- 
tempt was made the same night south 
of ErdnKzou, which also was repulsed 
with a bayonet charge. The Japanese 
lost heavily, while the Russian loss 
was 30 'killed. 

A band of 1,500 Chinese bandits 
with six guns, under Japanese oOlcers, 
coming from the direction of the Liao 
river, was in conflict with three sot- 
nlas of border scouts near the station 
of Kaiuan, early on the morning of 
November 23. The seouts charged 
without giving the bandits' battery 
time to come into action. The bandits 
made feeble resistance and fled in all 
directions, leavlns 200 of their num- 
ber dead. The Russian loss was tri- 
fling. 

Japanese Driven Off With Severe Loss. 

A Japanese column of two compan- 
ies attempted to penetrate Ilic Rus- 
sian eastern flank on November 2;!. 
but was met by two squadrons of Rus- 
sian cavalry and driven off with se- 
vere loss. 

Before Port Arthur, Nov. 21. via Fii- 
san, Nov. 25. — The only permanent 
furiK in the posses.sion of the .lapan- 
ese are the two Panlung forts captur- 
ed in August. They hold the advance 
ivorks of the Rihlung redoubt, called 
Port XnropatMn, an entrehcbed hill 
jBisealled "B" fort, Kobu hlU. Sachi- 
taklyama and 174 meter hill. They 
also occupy the Cuponiirc galleries 
and moats of two Rihlung forts and 
North Kekwan fort.

"Evidently once 
through the canal," says the oorro' 
spondent, "they will emulate the vbl- 
xmteer steamers Bt Petersburg and 
Smolensk."
